Early last school year, a barrage of tests were fired at the classes of '86 and '87. Among those 
tests, one had a particulary positive possibility of affecting their academic future. It was the 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test/National Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test, otherwise known 
as the PSAT. Along with the College Board, the National Merit Scholarship Corporation used the 
scores from the PSAT for a specific purpose: to recognize those students with outstanding acadenic 
ability. The NMSC considers a student "outstanding" if he is in or above the 95th percentile. 

This year's graduating class had 19 such recognized students, more than all the other Tri-Valley 
high schools combined. The list includes: Steve Barnett, Rick Bendel, Doug Bish, Barbara 
Blumenthal, Justin Bunnell, Tawney Garber, Bari Hill, Mark Johnson, Sven Miller, Mitch 
Patenaude, Tom Powell, Steve Renouf, Alexei Sacks, Amrita Sidhu, Dave Storms, Lynn Tschritter, 
Julie Von Behren, Mark Williams, and Laurie Wyeth. Four of these students received and even 
higher honor by ranking in the 99th percentile thus earning each of them the status of semi¬ 
finalist (they will be notified as to their finalist standing in January). They are Bari Hill, Dave 
Storms, Alexei Sacks (who has since moved away), and Laurie Wyeth. Although these students 
received this high honor, it hasn't really affected their daily lives. 

Dave said,"I had almost forgotten that I had taken the PSAT then the counselors told me that I 
had done well." A few months after being told that they had scored will on the PSAT, they filled 
out semi-finalist applications and have since been honored as such. They have their reservations 
about this honor, though. 

"Taking a one-time test," said Bari,"is not always the best way to determine who is deserving 
and who isn't." The others agree. 

Being a semi-finalist might be nice, but they have other things to think about as well. Laurie 
is involved with people and is currently trying to discern God's Will for her life. Dave is mostly 
concerned with applying to major universities and sleeping when he gets the chance. Bari is into 

T. V. shows, music, guys, and just about anything that's fun. 

These are but some of their activites. Dave, for instance, said," I enjoy running for the Varsity 
Cross-Country and Track Teams." 

When Laurie is not going out with her friends of listening to music, she works part time at a 
. video store. Bari also works, but at a fast-food restaurant, which, she said, is "more like 
something I have to suffer through." 

Naturally all want to attend college, but they're not all sure which colleges they want to attend 
or what majors they want to earn. Dave knows. He has his sights set on Stanford, U.C. Davis, 

U. C. Berkley, or Cal Poly, with a possible masters or Ph. D. in biochemistry. Bari just wants to

It used to be "Howard Who?", but now almost everybody 
seems to know of Howard Jones.

Cross Country runner, Jon Basinger was back in rare form this 
year. This Cross Country season has been nearly perfect for 
Basinger. Jon’s goal for the season was to equal what his 
brother Dave accomplished at Granada in 1982. In 1982 Dave 
Basinger won the the East Bay Athletic League championships, 
North Coast Section championships and finished third in the 
Meet Of Champions. "It's a hard goal, but that's what I'm 
shooting for," said Basinger. 

Basinger feels he has matured and improved a lot since last 
year. Basinger had problems last year which resulted in an 
average season and dropping out of the E.B.A.L. championship 
race. Granada men's coach Rich Antal commented on Jon's 
performance, "He's a far more mature this year. He's been quietly 
beating everybody this season. Jon's been trying to step into 
his brother's shoes and he's done a damn good job." 

In preparation for this season Jon ran 100 miles a week during 
the summer. That's approximately 1200 miles for the summer 
and about 14.3 miles a day. Jon would sometimes run with his 
brother or teammate Tom Powell. One of Jon's biggest 
supporters is his brother Dave. Jon calls Dave after every race 
for a lot of hints and good advice. 

Jon lost one regular season race this year against Livermore 
High's Grant Fumberg. "I just had a bad day, I wasn't running 
the race I wanted to," said Basinger. Jon finished fourth in the

Before you hit the slopes... 


When skies turn grey, cold, and rainy the imagination starts 
to wander from school to the slopes. Usually, right after 
Thanksgiving those slopes are covered with people racing down 
the mountains, skiing waist-high in powder jumping off knee- 
high moguls. Although SKI FEVER won't really start till about 
November 30th it starts much earlier in ski shops providing you 
with the latest technology in ski equipment, clothing and 
knowledge about features and benefits of various products. 

There are different styles in ski clothing but most importantly 
they should be warm, dry, and comfortable. One major break¬ 
through this year is gore-tex stretch pants which provide more 
flexibility and movement of the lower body due to the four-way 
stretch in the fabric, extra warmth since the pants are wool, form- 
fitting, and are 100% waterproof, so you will stay dry skiing in 
any kind of weather. Most parkas this year have been designed 
to be worn in even the coldest weather, but their insulations are 
thin to allow free-movement of arms and shoulders. 

If you're planning on buying new ski boots many Authorized 
Ski Dealers have BioComfort machines that build ski-orthotic 
insoles that form to the curviture of your foot. They help 
establish a supportive, comfortable foundation to stand on for a 
whole day of skiing. 

Skis are divided into three main groups: recreational, 
intermediate, and advanced. A recreational-beginning skier 
wouldn't want a ski longer than head height. For an intermediate- 
progressing skier, skis should be five to ten centimeters above 
head, and advanced-racing skiers, ten to twenty centimeters 
above head. Skis that are too short tend to bend in the middle

due to theuneven distribution of weight, causing the tip and tail 
of your skis to come up off the snow making the ski hard to 
control and turn. Sidecut is characterized by the lateral concave 
in a ski. When the curve of the sidecut is put on edge, the skis 
will follow the radius determined by its dimensions. A Slalom 
skier would want a deeper sidecut for making short radius turns to 
ski moguls. A Giant Slalom skier would want a shallower sidecut 
for making long radius turns for cruising down the mountain. 
Longitudinal flex of a ski is the flex from tip to tail. Torsional 
flex is the ski's ability to twist width-ways. The right 
combination of torsional and longitudinal flex will give the ski 
its ability to carve turns more consistently. No matter what skis 
you buy or own you should always take into consideration these 
basic functions and how they apply to you. 

Ski equipment maintenance is very important in the 
performance of your skis. You should have your bindings 
checked and adjusted each year. Ninety degree angles on the 
sides and base edges of skis are no longer recommended. By 
beveling the sides and base edges one to three degrees, it allows 
the skier to cruise faster on hard packed snow because; there's no 
metal edge friction on the snow, it creates greater tumability of 
the ski, it provides sharper edges for carving and it gives greater 
edge control. 

The way to get the most out of your skiing season is; to 
dress comfortably, to use equipment that fits your skiing ability 
and to keep up on the maintainance and safety of your ski 
equipment. If you follow these few helpful tips you'll have a 
great vear.
